"So, what does the Board of Directors actually do?" 


This is one of those questions frequently asked by Members and supporters and I've EST. 1959 
gotto say that it was something that often crossed my mind before | got involved. Six 


months down the line, I'm a lot wiser as to what happens behind the scenes, so it 
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seems like a good idea to explain matters to a wider audience. 


The full Board itself is composed of around fifteen members, and meets every other 
Tuesday at the Club. That said, there was a spell in June and July when we met every 
week, such was the volume of matters to be dealt with. 


Meetings are chaired by George Vasilopoulos (President) or, in his absence, Peter 
Mitrakas (Chairman), and tend to last somewhere between two and four hours, 
depending on the amount of business to be covered. After a full day at work, this can 
be pretty arduous. 


The role of the Board is generally to decide on policy, discuss options and generate 
recommendations, to be implemented either by the office staff or one of the Sub- 
Committees, depending on their nature. 


The Sub-Committees are actually where much of the detailed work is carried out, and 
these meet once a fortnight, ideally in the week when there isn't a Board Meeting, 
though this has happened on a few occasions in order to fit with people's schedules. 
The committees are as follows: 


Finance: chaired by Jim Karakoussis, this group oversees all matters relating to 
finance budgets, rent, income, investments, wages etc. 

Marketing: chaired by Nick Maikousis, this group looks after sponsorships, 
promotions, merchandise and matchday activities. As well as a number of Board 
Members, this committee also draws on the expertise of professionals in major 
marketing and advertising companies. 

Player Status: chaired by George Vasilopoulos, this group deals with all matters 
affecting the playing squad, including contract negotiations and transfers. Since 
June, this committee has included the Club's official agent, George Christopoulos, 
one of only two FIFA-authorised agents in Australia. 

Facilities: chaired by Nick Sagiakos, this group is responsible for all issues relating to 
the ground, Parks Victoria (our landlord), the social club and the offices. With the 
recent use of the stadium by the Carlton Soccer Club, Nick has also been involved in 
supervising their use of the facilities. 

Constitution: chaired by Peter Mitrakas, this group is conducting a full re-write of the 
constitution, to bring itup to date and make it more appropriate for the Club's full-time 
status. Anyone who has seen the current document will realise that this is no small 
task! 


With many Board Members serving on more than one Sub-Committee, you can see 
how it's very easy to end up with 2-3 meetings every fortnight (and often more). 
Throw in the enormous number of meetings required with potential sponsors, 
players, agents etc. andit's fair to say that there's plenty to keep us busy. 


So there you have a brief snapshot of life as a South Melbourne Board Member. Busy, 
often demanding, but rewarding in that you're helping to shape the future of the 
soccer club that brings us all together, which makes the sacrifices worthwhile.

Talking Football 


It is a new age in Australian football - new clubs with modern images, that are not 
connected to any specific ethnic group, are popping up all over the country and have 
thrown down the gauntlet to the traditional clubs like South Melbourne, Marconi and 
Melbourne Knights. 


South Melbourne seems to be the one of the few clubs adapting with the changing 
image of football better than most. You just have to look at the terraces to see that the 
Smiths, Browns, Changs and Cafini's are fitting in perfectly with first, second and 
third generation Greek Australians, slowly making South Melbourne one of the most 
multicultural football clubs in the country. 


Recently, Scottish football giants Glasgow Rangers bought into the newly formed 
Northern Spirit and of late we have been hearing that Carlton SC owner Peter Jess has 
been looking for overseas clubs to take over the ailing club. 


Alot has been said about the positives regarding private ownership and in particular 
benefits associated with clubs like Glasgow Rangers investing in Australian Football. 


But what if you were a staunch Glasgow Celtic supporter? How could you possibly 
support Northern Spirit when they have a Rangers logo on their shirt? Which poses 
an interesting question. Clubs like South Melbourne have long been perceived to be 
"ethnic", yet Northern Spirit have become the most ethnic club in the country. 


Is there a double standard here? | can just imagine the uproar if, say, Italian giant 
Juventus tried to take over an Australian club. Suddenly everyone would be saying 
that club is Italian and not open to the wider community, but because Rangers is a 
British club, people think it's OK. The point I'm trying to make here is that the Rangers 
logo on a Northern Spirit shirt is no different to having an Italian, Greek or Croatian 
logo ona shirt, itis just viewed differently because itis British. 


Carlton SC prides and markets itself on being the club for Victorians outside the Greek 
and Croatian communities - their supporters even chant "we are multicultural", 
implying that South Melbourne isn't. Yet selling the club to an overseas outfit will 
make them more monocultural than South Melbourne ever was. 


The above are not so much issues, but points | make to people when they say "South 
Melbourne, they're Greek, | can't support them". Recently, about forty South 
supporters made their way up the Hume Highway to see the game against Marconi 
and if ever you wanted to see the diverse background of Souths diehards, it was on 
this trip. 


As a football supporter, clearly the biggest issue regarding foreign ownership of 
Australia's football clubs is the possibility of Spirit luring players away from clubs like 
South Melbourne, toin turn allow Rangers to get the player on a cheap or free transfer. 


How will we feel in a few years if Patrick Kisnorbo or Massimo Murdocca have 
become the next big names in Australian football and we have received nothing for 
their transfers as Spirit have lured them and basically handed them over to Rangers? 
The problemis, this will not become an issue until someone gets burnt. | just hope it 
isn't South who gets torched by the Glasgow giants.

SMSC v Brisbane Strikers

Today we welcome John Kosmina and the Brisbane Strikers to Bob Jane Stadium. 


John Kosmina's side side shows several changes from last season and bears little 
resemblance to the Strikers side that won the 1997 championship. Kasey Wehrman, Steve 
Laybutt, Andrew Packer, Chris Zorocich and Andrew Harper have all left in recent times. This 


close season was no different. Glen Gwynne is misssing as a result of a knee reconstruction 
while popular Socceroo ‘keeper Clint Bolton has moved to Sydney. In addition, Chay Hews 
has moved to Sweden and Brad Ditton will not play in the NSL after completing a season with 
Rochedale Rovers in the Queensland state league. Young midfielder star Jade North has 
returned to Brisbane after trials in Europe while Wayne Shroj has also returned from Europe. 
Fortunately for the Strikers and John Kosmina they are able to tap into the prolific resources of 
the Queensland Academy of Sport. This season's intake includes Jon Mckain, Adam Webber, 
Russell Miner and Lawrence Drake. Daniel Duke has taken over the goalkeeping duties from 


the departed Clint Bolton. 


Despite the lack of big name stars in the Strikers line-up, their side still contains many talented 
players. Ex-South Melbourne striker Paul Foster has returned from injury and is again scoring 
consistently. Foster has played in Hong Kong, where he won the Golden Boot award three 
years in succession. He has formed a prolific striking partnership with Scot, Peter Dwyer. The 
former Stirling Albion, Falkirk and East Stirlingshire striker is powerful in the air. Tough- 
tackling left-back Nick Meredith has played over 200 NSL games in a career that has taken in 
spells at Brisbane Lions and Sydney Olympic, Captain Stuart Mclaren is in his third season 


with Brisbane and was their top scorer in 1998/99 


The side showed its inexperience recently against Canberra at Suncorp. The Strikers had 
taken a two-nil lead courtesy of Foster and Dwyer belore conceding two goals in the last two 
minutes. 

Brisbane are hoping to make up for the disappointment of last season. In their first nine 
games, Brisbane won six and drew threo. {helt early season form surprised many observers 
who had predicted the side would struggle. Howevar, injuries (in particular to top scorer Paul 
Foster) suspensions eventually cost the Strikors any chance of making the top six. The 
Strikers eventually finished in ninth place, ahead of South Melbourne on goal difference. 

Last season, Brisbane scored a confortable 4-1 over South Melbourne at Suncorp. Paul 
Foster scored a hat-trick while David Pilic scored lwice, South Melbourne's consolation was 
scored by Michael Curcija. In the rolurn fixture al Bob Jane Stadium in March, the sides 
sought out a scrappy goalless draw. This is the 2OI fixture between the two clubs with South 
winning nine, Brisbane seven and three ganos finishing inadraw, 

Coach John Kosmina, in his third season al tho halin, toplaced Frank Farina as Strikers coach 
in 1998 after three seasons at Nowcastlo.

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OUR VISITORS - PARRAMATTA POWER 


SMSC v Parramatta Power 
Sunday, November 26, 2000 5.00pm 


Today we welcome Parramatta Power and their coach, David Mitchell to Bob Jane 
Stadium. The Power joined the league last season, along with the Auckland Kingz, and 
play their home games at Parramatta Stadium. The fledgling club, in their disctinctive 
‘Brazil’ kit, made their ambitions clear last year by buying the majority of the Sydney 
United side that lost to South Melbourne in the 1999 Grand Final including Andrew 
Crews. Jacob Burns, Richard Plesa, Mile Sterjovski, Joel Griffiths, Steve Berry, Joe Vrkic, 
Peter Bennett, David Barrett, Danny Townsend and Walter Ardone.as well as ex- 
Socceroo midfileder Milan Blagojevic, promising Joeys defender Mark Byrnes (who 
competed in the Under 17 World Cup in New Zealand), Stephen Laybutt and Jon 
Angelucci. 


With such an illustrious group of players, many observers expected the Power to figure 
prominently in the finals action. Yet despite, several excellent performances everyone 
associated with the club, particularly David Mitchell, were bitterly disappointed with the 
team's eleventh league position. The club showed its ambition by recruiting heavily 
during the winter, including Wolves' grand final hero goalkeeper Les Pogliacomi, triple 
championship winner and Soccerro Alex Tobin, South Melbourne's Nick Orlic, midfielder 
Andrew Clark, ex-Celtic winger Joe Miller, former Chelsea defender David Lee and prolific 
striker Hamilton Thorp from Perth Glory. One of the league's biggest recruiting coups 
was the signing of Alex Tobin. The central defender, who has been synonymous with 
Adelaide City played 436 league games for the Zebras between 1984 and 2000 helping 
the club win three championships. Tobin has represented Australia 113 times and 
captained the Socceroos between 1996 and 1999. On the verge of breaking former-club 
mate Sergio Melta's NSL appearance record of 445 games. 


Eight players have left the club since the end of last season. Goalkeeper Barney Smith 
has been loaned to Canberra, Steve Laybutt has joined Feyenoord, Jacob Burns has 
joined the Aussie colony at Leeds United while striker Mile Sterjovski has moved to 
French first division side Lille. Jon Angelucci has transferred to Canberra while Richard 
Plesa, John Gibson and Danny Townsend have also left the Power. Parramatta registered 
its first win in round three, beating Brisbane 3-1 at home before winning 2-0 at Newcastle 
United. 


In the corresponding fixture last season, South Melbourne won 4-2 with goals by 
Panapoulos, Anastasiadis, Curcija and Coveny in December before the Power took their 
revenge with a 1-0 at Parramatta stadium in March. 


Coach David Mitchell represented Australia at the 1981 World Youth Cup and played 108 
NSL games scoring 33 goals for a variety of clubs such as Sydney City, Sydney United 
and Olympic. He represented Australia 45 times at senior level, scoring 13 goals between 
1981 and 1993. Mitchell also played extensively overseas including Rangers, Eintracht 
Frankfurt, Feyenoord and Chelsea.
